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General Directions to Customers

The attention of our customers is respectfully called to the following directions, 
which will, if followed, be an aid to purchasers as well as ourselves. 


ORDER EARLY.—We aim to execute all orders as soon as received, but during the rush season, in late September and October, delays 
are unavoidable, which, however, can be largely overcome by our patrons anticipating their wants and ordering and taking delivery 
of their requirements early. 


TIME OF SHIPMENT .-—We confidently expect to be able to ship the majority of the bulbs offered in this catalogue before the close 
of September; a few sorts do not mature until October orlater. Unless otherwise instructed, we willsend the early bulbs 
as soon as ready, and the late-maturing sorts when in good condition to ship. 


PRICES ON BULBS include packing, present duty, and all charges. There is a revision of the tariff on bulbs under consideration 
by Congress, and any additional duty which may be assessed to be paid for at time of shipment. ; 


FORWARDING. — 


Bulbs, Flower Seeds, Vegetable Seeds and Dormant Roses are delivered to any point within the United States prepaid 
by Parcel Post or Express, at our option, except where otherwise noted in the catalogue. 


Agricultural Seeds, Implements, Fertilizers, and other heavy and bulky goods, are sent by Express or Freight at pur- 
chaser’s expense. 


Plants are forwarded by Express, purchaser paying charges. For those of our customers who prefer to receive their plants by 
Parcel Post, we will be pleased to forward in this manner such plants as can be sent in this way, at the following additional cost to 
cover postage and special packing, which must be added to the value of each order for plants:

LOCAL DELIVERY. -—We deliver goods free in Philadelphia. We can also forward by Package System (Baggage Master) to points 
where this system is in operation, such goods as will be received by them at the following charges: Packages weighing when packed 
for shipment not over 10 pounds, 12 cts.; not over 25 pounds, 18 cts.; not over 40 pounds, 24 cts.; not over 55 pounds, 30 cts. 


PACKING. —No charge is made for boxes or packing on Express or Freight shipments nor for Delivery to Freight Depots or Express 
Offices in Philadelphia; the extra.cost of packing Parcel Post shipments of plants is included in the charge noted above. 


SAFE ARRIVAL OF PACKAGES. —We guarantee the safe arrival of all goods sent by Express or Mail to points within the United 
States. If a package sent by Express or Mail is injured or lost we will replace it as soon as informed of the fact. Goods sent in any 
other way are solely at purchaser’srisk. Frequently it happens that orders never reach us or are without signature. When cus- 
tomers fail to receive their packages in a reasonable time they should inform us, and at the same time senda copy of theiror erand 
any other information necessary to trace the goods. Claims for damage must be madeon receipt of goods. We do not hold ourselves 
responsible for failures after delivery of the goods in good condition.

The larger part of the bulbs offered in this Catalogue are usually ready to ship before the end of Septem- 
ber, and the sooner they are planted after that the greater will be the measure of success, more particularly 
those for indoor culture; therefore, ORDER EARLY. A few sorts, which are noted in the Catalogue, do not mature until 
October and November, and are forwarded as soon as ready.

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DUTCH HYACINTHS 


The Hyacinth is so well known and esteemed that any description of its many good qualities is needless. We give below short cul- 
tural directions. For complete cultural notes see our book, Dreer’s Hints on the Growing of Bulbs. Price, 25 cts., or free to customers if 


asked for at the time of ordering. 


Outdoor Culture.—The bulbs may be planted 
from October to December. They succeed in any good, 
well-drained garden soil. Set the bulbs so that the tops 
will be 3 or 4 inches below the surface and 6 to 10 inches 
apart. Before very severe weather comes on cover the 
beds with straw, leaves or manure, to protect them 
from the frost; this should be removed when danger 
from hard frost is past in the spring. 


Pot Culture.—Plantings may be made at any 
time from September to December. A light, rich soil, or 
Prepared Bulb Fibre, is most suitable. Use a 4- or 
5-inch pot (or several bulbs may be planted together in 
larger pots or bulb pans) and have the tops of the bulbs 
just above the surface. After potting give a good water- 
ing, and set away in a cool cellar or outhouse and cover 
with coal ashes or some litter, until thoroughly rooted. 
They may then be brought as wanted for a succession 
of flowers into the house, keeping them in a very cool 
light room until the flower spikes are developed, when 
they may be placed wherever wanted.

Dreer’s Perfect Pansies 


Pansies are too well known to require any description, as 
they are favorites with all. For best results you must start 
with a good strain. The finest Pansies are, as a rule, shy seeders, 
which accounts for the difference in the price of the various 
mixtures offered. 

Miss Ida D. Bennett, the well-known horticultural author and 
enthusiastic admirer of Pansies writes the following notes on their 
culture expressly for this book: 

“Pansy seed germinates and the plants grow more freely in the 
cool, early days of spring, and for summer-blooming should be 
sown by the latter part of April, or early in May, in the vicinity 
of Philadelphia. A soil containing a proportion of leaf mould, 
well enriched with well-decayed cow manure, will be the most sat- 
isfactory for the growing of this flower, and it should be well dug 
and made fine and level. 

“Sow the seeds in drills, covering them not more than four times 
their diameter and firming the soil well above them. The seeds 
germinate in from eight to twelve days, and should not be allowed 


TYPICAL to dry out during this period. Covering the seed bed with news- 
FLOWER paper will prevent this and hasten somewhat the period of germi-

Eee STON “As soon as the plants are up and large enough to handle, they should be thinned out or transplanted to 
PANSY stand nine inches apart in the rows. Thorough cultivation should be given from the start, as Pansies will 


not thrive when obliged to share the beds with a mass of weeds. 


“Tt is a mistake to plant Pansies in the shade of a tree or buildings. An open exposure, where the wind has 
a free sweep over the bed is far better, and Pansies so planted are free from the long, straggling branches 
which produce few and inferior flowers. During dry weather the bed should be watered daily, and in extreme 
cases twice a day for the best results. 


“Seed sown in April or May will produce blooming plants by the last of June, which will give an abundance of flowers throughout 
the remainder of the season. About the middle of August is the best time for starting Pansy seeds for early spring blooming, as this 
allows the plants to go into winter in vigorous condition.”

Birds most readily respond to our hospitality during the winter 
season when their natural food supply is at alow ebb. The feed- 
ing arrangements pictured offer a very convenient method 
for the distribution of bird food. Many of our 
native song birds may be induced to remain with 
us during the winter season if an abundance of 
food is placed where it is readily accessible. 


If for no other reason than be- 
cause of their economic value an 
effort should be made to attract 
and protect birds. 


Birds feed upon practically all 
insect pests and so whatever 
measures may be taken to induce 
a family of wrens, a pair of blue 
birds, or woodpeckers, or robins, 
to nest in the garden or nearby 
tree, will be quickly discounted by 
their continuing influence in keep- 
ing down the increasing tide of 
insect life.
